3. /6 WAS A MEMBER OF A FOUR-MAN WIRELESS/TELEGRAPHY
(W/T) TEAR DISPATCHED UNDER THE AUSPICES OF THE REDSOX PROSRAH-

AN EARLY-1850'S OFFSHOOT OF THE REDCAP PROGRAM. THE LATTE

PROCRAM, ORIGINALLY DESIGNED TO MONITOR SOVIET OFFICIALS
STATIONED ABROAD AND ENCOURAGE THENM TO DEFECT, CREATED A BROAD
FRAMEWORK FOR LONG-TERM OPERATIONS INTO THE USSR, CALLING FOR THE

PART TO FILL THE ENORMOUS INTEL GAPS THAT EX{STED DURING THIS
PERIOD REGARDING THE SOVIET UNION.

4. AGENTS WERE FREQUENTLY RECRUITED THROUGH THEIR
CONTACTS WITH ANT)~-SOVIET EMIGRE GROUPS, AND C/6 AND THE REST OF
HIS TEAA ENTERED THE REDSOX PROGAAM THROUGH THEIR CONTACT WITH
AECAMBISTA/2 (IDEN B) . THE TEAM WAS TRAINED IN MUNICH. AND THEN
